They asked for an increase in the public health depart¬ 
ment, and aproved the city's proposal to place the garbage and 
trash collection on a fee basis and agreed to the plan to put the fire 
department on a volunteer basis.

For the whole of Prince Georges 
County there is a yearly Recrea¬ 
tion budget of $90,000, of which

than $300 available from the coun¬ 
ty until June 30, '55. The county 
could provide little Youth Center 
aid. The Youth Center would 
henceforth be open two nights in¬ 
stead of three, and voluntary chap¬ 
erons would be needed.
